The Indiana Library Association and Indiana Library Trustee 
Association have submitted a grant proposal to the National 
Endowment for the Humanities for funding of a number of 
activities which would have the aim of improving public library 
service in the humanities. One of the activities is the 
humanists-—in-residence program, under which a scholar in the 
humanities (history, literature, languages, philosophy, 
jurisprudence, and related fields) would spend up to eight 
weeks working in the library, helping to develop collections 
or programs.

A. HUMANISTS-IN-RESIDENCE 


The purpose of this program is to involve humanists directly in public library 
services for a short but intense period of time so that a variety of benefits 
may accrue both to the library (see six suggestions below) and to the humanist. 
The humanists will have day-to-day contact with both the library staff and the 
library patrons throughout the residency as well as a general introduction to 
library services before embarking on the specific tasks agreed upon. 


Twelve humanists will be "in residence" in a variety of public library settings 
for two months during the summers of 1978 and 1979. (Six humanists each summer.) 
Libraries and Area Library Services Authorities will be invited to apply for a 
humanist-in-residence by submitting an application specifying the ways in which 
their operation would use the humanist and benefit from it. Each humanist and 
institution will agree upon exdct responsibilities but it is recommended that 
the following be considered: 


Evaluation of library collections in areas of humanities expertise 
Planning and/or conducting of public programs 

In-service training in the humanities for library staff 
Availability to public in the library as special consultant 
Informal interchange 

Assistance with special projects such as Local History Program

An attempt will be made to diversify the assignments so that large libraries, 
small libraries, and area library services authorities may all be involved. 
It is assumed that the ALSAs would construct plans whereby the humanist would 
assist in a number of different public libraries in the area. 


The qualifications and responsibilities of the humanists involved will be as 
follows: 


Currently on the faculty of an accredited Indiana college or university. 
Not employed otherwise during the residency period on a regular basis. 

Agreement to commit the equivalent of a four day work week to the residency. 
Agreement to write a short paper reflecting upon the residency. 
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Institutions accepting humanists-in-residence would be required to provide working 
space (a desk and chair) as well as submit the required application. Some flexi- 
bility will be allowed so that the humanist can spend at least one day at the li- 
brary before the residency officially begins and/or return after the residency 
ends to conduct a program planned during the summer. 


Availability of the positions will be advertised state-wide. Emphasis is placed 
upon recruiting the humanists from Indiana in order to limit costs, to provide 
some common background among humanists, and to encourage librarians and academic 
institutions to develop continuing relationships of mutual benefit. The Project 
Advisory Committee will attempt to match humanists with the requirements of in- 
stitutions applying. The institutions will be sent three applications to review 
whenever possible and invited to interview one person of their choice. Others 
will be interviewed if necessary so that the humanist selected will be acceptable 
to both the library and Project Advisory Committee.

Sufficient funds are allowed in the budget so that a living stipend of up to 
‘$500 per humanist or a mileage allowance of 15¢ per mile up to $500 total could 
be provided. The impact of the resident humanist being an "outside expert" who 
moves physically to the area or the "commuter" who travels from a nearby institu- 
tion will be measured in the evaluation of the program. It is hoped that both 
arrangements can be tried in the first year in order to determine which is most 
effective before the second summer of the program. It is felt by the Committee 
that some communities would respond better to a local humanist and others wuld 
be more receptive to someone from a more distant area of the state. Payment to 
the humanists-in-residence will be $3500 each for the summer period, based on a 
rate of slightly under $110 per day. Payment will be made directly from the 
Association grant account to the humanist, provided the host institution reports 
no difficulties. Letters from libraries indicating specific interest in this pro- 
gram are included as Appendix VII. | 


Evaluation 


An Evaluation meeting will be held of humanists and library directors involved 

in the program within three months of the end of the first summer's humanist- 
in-residence program. The Project Advisory Committee will plan the session. The 
papers written by the humanists will be compiled into a booklet for discussion 

at the meeting and distribution to public libraries and other interested humanists. 
Library directors will be asked to complete an evaluation instrument as well as 
contribute to the evaluation meeting discussion.

We wish we could respond favorably now to requests for 
branch library service in outlying areas such as Aboite Town- 
ship (especially the Time Corners area), Washington Township 
(especially the Northcrest area), and other areas of rapid 
growth. We would also like to upgrade existing branch libraries 
such as New Haven. Unfortunately we cannot now afford to do so. 


The money problems are really of two kinds. First, we 
lack the capital funds (which cannot come out of the general tax 
rate) for additional land or buildings. Second, the additional 
funds required to operate new facilities would be almost im- 
possible to secure under existing local property tax controls. 
To these problems, in the case of new branches, there is also 
added the fact that prices for new books have more than tripled 
in the last decade. 


We think it would be misleading to indicate that any 
concrete plans exist for expenasion of service in outlying 
areas, although we have seriously discussed these matters. 


We appreciate your concern and interest and are glad that 
you have contacted us. We hope that we will be able to count on 
your interest and support in the future, as we search for ways 
to improve library service to all the people of Fort Wayne and 
Allen County.

The leaking roof at Georgetown Branch Library has been 
a source of irritation and concern to the Library Board of 
Trustees, the administrative staff and the staff at the branch 
library ever since the problem began. We are certain that we 
now have the means to correct the problem, but we cannot begin 
the work until the temperature rises above 40 degrees and the 
surface is dry. We acquired the material too late last fall 
to do the work last year, but we should be able to correct this 
sorry situation in a few days once we have suitable weather 
conditions. 


The leaking roof at the main library has finally been 
corrected after many years. Roof inspection and repair is a 
constant problem. It is no consolation to realize that owners 
and operators of many large buildings have roof problems. We 
are concerned with our own buildings, but we think the problem 
at Georgetown will be corrected in the early spring. If it is 
not, the Board of Trustees may then decide to resort to a suit 
to recover damages and to have the entire roof replaced. We 
understand that we have this option up to ten years after the 
completion of the building.

Re: Seibel Taxes and Rent 
Gentlepersons: 


The Library has purchased the real estate at the corner 
of Washington and Harrison for parking out of the proceeds of 
its Bonds of 1977 issued in part for that purpose. It has 
purchased this land subject to the second installment of prop- 
erty taxes for 1977 payable in 1978 and to the property taxes 
for 1978 payable in 1979, which became a lien on March 1, 

1978, and also subject to a lease dated October 31, 1977, for 
a term expiring on September 30, 1980. 


You have asked my opinion as to how the payment of those 
taxes and the rental received under that lease should be handled 
in the accounts of the Library. In my opinion both items should 
be handled in the account set up for the Bonds of 1977 and duly 
appropriated for the purposes of that issue. 


The taxes of course are not taxes against the Library. 
The Library is exempt from such taxes, Even if the Library were 
not exempt, these would not be taxes against the Library. The 
taxes were imposed and became a lien before the Library became 
the owner of the property. Insofar as they are taxes against 
anybody, they are taxes against the sellers who owned the prop- 
erty at the time. The Library has simply agreed to pay these 
taxes of the sellers as part of the purchase price. The amount 
could have been added to the sum paid to the sellers if there 
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4/21/78 729 (Seibel Taxes & Rental) 


were any way to know the amount of the taxes and to fully 
assure that the taxes would be paid when due in the future and 
the land relieved from the lien. Payment of the taxes by the 
Library when due is merely the most convenient and safest way 
to pay this part of the purchase price, all of which has previ- 
ously been appropriated for the purposes of the bond issue. 


As to the rentals, even if the Library had bought this 
land and leased it until needed for the purposes of the bond 
issue it would seem that the rentals might be paid into the 
bond account much as the interest is paid into the bond account 
when the proceeds of the bond issue are invested temporarily 
until expended for the purposes of the issue. 


But in this case the Library did not lease this land. 
The land was already subject to this lease. The Library could 
do nothing about it in a purchase transaction. Presumably it 
would prefer that there had been no lease. It is getting less 
than it wanted-to buy.. The rental is simply compensation for 
postponement of the full use of the land it bought. It is in 
effect an adjustment of the purchase price of the land to 
compensate for an existing lien on the land much as the assump- 
tion of existing taxes is an adjustment of the purchase price 
because of an existing lien. 


Both of these items, therefore, are in my opinion elements 
of the purchase price to be paid into and out of the bond 
account,

You have asked my opinion as to whether the Library 
would be liable for copyright infringement if it loaned copy- 
righted phonograph records for broadcasting by WIPU-FM, a 
radio station operated by Indiana-Purdue University at Fort 
Wayne. 


In my opinion the Library could be charged with 
"contributery infringement" with very real danger that the 
charge would be upheld in court, 


The principle of contributory infringement is that 
"anyone who participates .... in causing infringing use to be 
made of copyrighted property is liable for infringement." It 
is illustrated in the fairly recent decision of the federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second. Circuit in Gershwin 
Publishing Corp. v.~Columbia Artists Management, 14 ALR Fed 


925. A number of cases are collected in an annotation on 


"Contributory or Vicarious Infringers" in 14 ALR Fed 825. 


It is true that in all the cases I have seen the con- 
tributory infringers derived some benefit from the infringe- 
ment, The cases could be distinguished on that point. If 
you should decide to take the chance, I would defend the 


Library on that ground. But one thing ts sure: There are

plenty of cases holding that the mere fact that the Library 
is not broadcasting the records is not in itself a defense. 


If you should decide to take the chance in a good 
cause I suggest that you ask WIPU not to mention the Library 
or its services until after the station has made its peace 
with ASCAP, BMI, etc. This is to avoid the argument that the 
Library is getting some benefit from the arrangement.

B3A is a general business 
district for the downtown area. 


Miscellaneous Items 


5. Lincoln Bank as Trustee under the Seibel Will and 
Lincoln Bank as Trustee under the Isay Agreement are two separate 
legal persons, as much as if they were different banks. Both 
Trustees should execute the deed. 


6. The will of Carl A. Seibel appearing at Item 50 of 
Abstract 4 provides that the Trustee shall not make any sale of 


any real property without the approval of Carl S&S. Seibel. There- 


fore the deed executed by Carl S$. Seibel personally should recite 
that he also approves the sale by the trustee under the will. 


7. The agreement establishing the Isay Trust does not 
appear of record and the deed to the Trustee contains no power of 
sale. Therefore, since the agreement was executed long before 
the Indiana Trust Code you should be furnished a certified copy 
of enough of the trust agreement to establish that the trustee 
has power to sell this real estate. 


8. Taxes on Parcels A, B, C, D, and F are still in the 
name of Carl A. Seibel, et al., although Carl A. Seibel died in 
1954. Steps should be taken to have the records of the Auditor 
of Allen County show title in the grantors so that no problem 
will arise in having the real estate transferred to taxation when 
the deed is presented. 
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9. Abstracters' certificates in the modern form providing 
that they are not valid until the fees are paid appearing after 
Item 50 of Abstract 2 and after Items 23 and 38 of Abstract 4 do 
not show that the fees have been paid. These certificates should 
be stamped paid. , 


10. Apart from the abstracts, you will take title with 
notice of the rights or claims of persons in possession. These 
include the lease to K.P.C., Inc., with which you are acquainted. 


11. Your contract to purchase the real estate calls for a 
survey which has not been received. The corners are to be staked. 


12. The real estate is subject to possible mechanic's and 
materialmen's liens where no notice thereof yet appears of record. 


13. The real estate may be subject to easements not appear- 
ing of record, in addition to the Sewer easement referred to at 
3 above, and to encumbrances and conveyances recorded since the 
date of the abstractor's last certificates. 


14. The abstractor's fees totalling $320.50 should be paid 


and the abstractor's certificates at the end of Abstracts 4 and 9 
stamped accordingly.

Enclosed is the estimate of Shambaugh & Son, Inc. for the 
sprinkler system for both the existing building and the 
addition to the Library. 


In order for the addition to qualify as a separate building, 

the openings between structures must be fire rated requiring 

replacement of the existing exterior windows. We have earlier 

estimates for this work in the amount of $18,000. The sprinkler 
3 system for the upper two floors of the addition is estimated 

at $22,000 for a total of $40,000. 


Under this scheme an additional stairway may be required by 
the State Fire Marshal. Schenkel and Son, Inc. has estimated 
this stairway, four stories high, in a fire rated enclosure, 
could cost as high as $59,000 (We believe that cost to be 
excessive). 


In any event, the total cost would then escalate to $99 , O00 
($29,000 higher than a sprinkler system in the existing base- 
ments - as an approved alternate to separating the structures). 


The waiver we have received from the State Fire Marshal makes

Northeast Indiana Radio Read- 
ing Service is a not-for-profit 
corporation formed to establish 
and operate a radio reading ser- 
vice for blind and ''print handi- 
capped'' persons in a 21-county 
area centered in Fort Wayne.

What is SCA? 


On March 28, 1955, the Federal! 
Communications Commission set out 
the Subsidiary Communications 
Authorization and created a new 
industry. In nontechnical terms, 
every FM radio signal might be 
likened to a three-lane highway, 
with two lanes used for stereo 
‘main channel!' broadcastin i 


the third lane or ''subchannel!! 
available for other purposes. The 
subchannel of an FM station is 
called its SCA channel. Many com- 
mercial FM stations use SCA to 
provide profit-making services 
such as Muzak to paying subscribe 
ers. Other stations may make the 
SCA available for radio reading 
services. 


To receive the SCA subchannel 
Signal, a specially-manufactured 
receiver is necessary. The re- 
ceivers are designed to separate 
the subchannel signal from the 
main channel. According to the 
FCC, SCA is not a broadcast but 
a private, point-to-point commu- 
nication. SCA receivers are not 
available to the general public. 


Who is eligibie for 
Radio Reading Services? 


The term "print handicapped'! 
has been developed to define po- 
tential audiences for the radio 
reading services. In addition to 
the blind, print handicapped are 
persons with physical handicaps 
which prevent their use of the 
printed page as a normal source 
of information. 


Library of Congress estimates 
that 3.7% of the total population 
is print handicapped. This means 
that there may be 28,000 eligible 
persons within the NEIRRS service 


area. 


Why use SCA? 


NEIRRS proposes to utilize an 
available SCA subchannel. We wil! 
provide a service which augments 
existing services to the print 
handicapped and which can take 
advantage of two great strengths 
of radio broadcasting--its imme- 
diacy and its localism. 


SCA offers the logical means 
of filling the needs of the print 
handicapped because it is specif- 
ically designed to reach specia!- 
ized audiences with minimum ex- 
pense and maximum efficiency. In 
addition, SCA is generally not 
subject to many of the copyright 
problems that would occur if the 
radio reading service were a part 
of the main channel transmission. 


How much will it cost? 


SCA transmission, like main 
channel broadcasting, does re- 
quire an investment in staff and 
equipment in addition to special 
receivers. Anticipated first- 
year costs will approach $100,000 
including purchase of equipment. 
We will apply to Indiana Rehabi!- 
itation Services, Inc. for a grant 
to cover most of these expenses. 
NEIRRS must raise at least $10,000 
in local matching money.

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This contract between Fort Wayne Public Library, an Indiana Municipal cor- 
poration, hereinafter abbreviated FWPL, and Northeast Indiana Radio Reading Service, 
a not-for-profit Indiana corporation, hereinafter abbreviated NEIRRS, is entered 
into to expedite the development and operation of a radio reading service for blind 


and print handicapped persons. To this end the parties agree as follows: 


1. Leased Space. FWPL hereby leases to NLIRRS the exclusive use for the above 
stated purposes only of a ground floor room, hereinafter called the Studio, approx- 
imately 960 square feet in size in the Little Turtle Branch Library of FWPL located 
on Sherman Street at Florence Avenue in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, which room 
is indicated on the drawing attached hereto. 

2. Lease Period. This contract shall take effect upon the date of execution, pro- 
vided that NETRRS shall notify FWPL at least 15 days prior to the date NEIRRS intends 
to take actual possession of the room. The original lease period shall continue 
through December 31, 1979. Thereafter the period of the lease shall continue from 
year to year unless written notice of intention to terminate is given by either of 
the parties to the other at least one (1) month prior to the end of the original 
lease period or any subsequent year to year period. 

3. Lease Payments. as part of its service to the community, FWPL agrees to accept 
a nominal rent of $1.00 per year during the first three years if the lease continues 
so jong, which NEIRRS agrees to pay to FWPL in advance on or before the first day of 
January of each year. after the first three years the rental rate shall be re- 
negotiated, taking into account the financial condition of NETRRS, the continuation 


of service to the community, and the value of services provided by and to FWPL. It

is understood that FWPL shall be known as a patron of and donor to NEIRRS and that 
NETRPS shall provide frequent, favorable publicity and public service announcements 
on behalf of FWPL. 
4. Make-ready. NEIRRS shall, at its expense, remove and relocate the boxes of 
pamphlets currently stored in the Studio and shall dismantle and remove the current 
shelving as directed by FWPL. FWPL shall, at its expense, remove and relocate other 
items currently stored in the Studio. 
5. Hemodeling. NEIRRS assumes all costs of remodeling the studio to fit the needs 
of the radio reading service, including the cost required to make the Studio conform 
to applicable fire regulations. NEIRRS shall install its own heating/air conditioning 
system, telephones, and electrical service, separately metered. NEIRRS shall install 
its own locks upon all doors which open into the NEIRRS Studio area. 

all remodeling shall be done so as to impose the minimum permanent effect upon 
the existing structure. All equipment, furnishings, and other materials purchased, 
received, or otherwise obtained by NEIRRS and used to remodel, equip, or furnish 
the Studio shall remain the property of NHIRRS. Such equipment, furnishings, and 
other materials shall be removed upon termination of this contract, as renewed or

NETRES and FWPL agree that they will jointly apply for a grant of Library 
services and Construction Act funds to pay for the necessary remodeling.

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access to and be allowed to use at all times the existing public restrooms. NETIRRS 
shall not have access to the main public room of the branch; the existing doors which 
segregate the main public room from the public restrooms and from the rear fire exit 
shall be closed and locked at all times when the Library branch is not open to the 
public. If fire regulations shall at some future time require that a second fire 
exit door be cut through the west wall of the NEIRRS area into the machinery room of 
the Branch Library, NEIRRS shall have the right to establish such fire and shall pay 
all costs therefor. 

7. Limitations on Liability. Nothing in this agreement shall constitute any of the 
parties hereto as partners for any purpose. Neither party shall be held liable to 
the other or its agents, representatives, or employees for the acts or failures to 
act of the other party or any of its agents, representatives, or employees. Neither 
party shall be held liable to the other for loss or damages arising out of any acts 
of God, litigation, mechanical failure, vandalism, labor dispute, or any other acts 
or occurrences beyond the control of the parties. 

NEIRRS assumes full responsibility for and holds FWPL harmless from and against 
costs or damages arising out of fire, theft, vandalism, or other loss or damage to 
the equipment, furnishings, and other materials owned by NEIRRS. FWPL shall continue 
to maintain its Comprehensive Business Policy to protect the structure and contents 
of the Little Turtle Branch Library; however, if the Comprehensive Business Policy 
premiums are increased as a direct result of the occupation of and use by NEIRRS of 
the Studio, then NEIRRS shall pay to FWPL an amount equal to such increase of premium. 

NEIRRS agrees to procure and pay for public liability insurance to protect 
itself and FWPL and to indemnify and save FWPL harmless from all claims arising out 
of the use by NEIRRS of the leased space, including access, facilities, and parking. 
8. dAmendments. This contract may be amended at any time by negotiation and agree- 
ment between the two parties hereunto and such amendments shall be added to this doc- 
ument and shall be attested to by the signatures of authorized representatives of

Radio aid for blind planned | 


By BYRON SPICE 

Blind persons can obtain 
a wide range of popular 
books in tape-recorded 
‘talking book’ form, but 
how can they read about 
job opportunities in the 

_Classified ad section of the 
newspaper? Or grocery 
ads? Or bus schedules? 

The fact is, a lot of print- 
ed information slips by the 
visually impaired person 
daily. ‘‘Print-handicapped”’ 
persons — including sight- 
ed people who physically 
can’t turn the printed page 
— must depend on able 
persons who have the time 
to read to them. 

But a newly formed or- 
ganization — the Northeast 
Indiana Radio Reading 
Service Inc. — intends to 
provide a service to change 
this situation. 

The group seeks to put a 
radio station on the air 
next May with program- 
ming designed expressly to 
fill the needs of the print 
handicapped. 

Serving a 21-county area 
centered in Fort Wayne, 
the Radio Reading Ssrvice 
is a joint venture of the 

Fort Wayne Public Library 
and the Anthony Wayne 
Rehabilitation Center. 

The service is in the final 
Stages of negotiation with 
the library board of direc- 
tors to use surplus space in 


the Little Turtle Branch Li- 
brary for a studio. Last 
week, the group signed a 
contract with the Fort 
Wayne Bible College to op- 
erate the station over a 
side channel of the col- 
lege’s FM radio station, 
WBCL. 

The side channel is in- 
herent in any FM broad- 
cast signal, but cannot be 
tuned on regular radio re- 
ceivers — special receivers 
are necessary. 

The station will broad- 
cast materials usually 
available only in print. The 
basic source will be local 
newspapers, which will be 
read front-to-back, includ- 
ing advertisements. Other 
programs could include in- 
formation regarding reha- 
bilitation programs and 
agencies, high school and 
college courses and inter- 
views with persons of inter- 
est to the blind community. 


Though about 80 such 
stations have been estab- 
lished across the country 
since 1969, the local opera- 
tion would be a first for In- 
diana, according to 
Frances Shine, coorinator 
at the Anthony Wayne Re- 
habilitation Center. 


Indiana Rehabilitation 
Services Inc., a statewide 
agency, has identified the 
reading service as an inno- 


vative program and has in- 
vited the local group to 
apply for a grant to oper- 
ate the service, said Steven 
Fortriede, president of the 
service and audio-visual 
specialist for the public li- 
brary. 

Fortriede estimated it 
will cost about $100,000 to 
purchase studio equipment, 
250 special receivers and 
operate the service through 
the end of 1979. . 

The service hopes to get 
the bulk of its operating 
funds through the Indiana 
Rehabilitation Service 
grant, which will match 
local dollars on a $to-l 
basis. nt 

Neither the Anthony 
Wayne center or the li- 
brary have the sort of bud- 
gets that would enable 
them to put up $10,000 to 
match a $90,000 grant, Mrs. 
Shine said. ‘“‘We’re hoping | 
the public will be inter- | 
ested,’’ she added, noting 
donations will be necessary | 
to get the station on the 
air. 

Each radio costs about 
$75, Mrs. Shine said, and 
would make a good gift for 
a print-handicapped per- 
son. 

The Library of Congress 
estimates 3.7 percent of the 
general population is print 
handicapped to some ex- 
tent.
